All the Bolshevic doctrines ever hatched in the 
wrongly made up-upper berths of foolish fanatics, 
‘and all the political bredd pills rolled up by profes- 
sonal office holders and salary grabbers are not 
going to solve the! puzzling problems of unequal 
distribution of wealth and worldly goods.
